Women’s Council Head 
Rejects Dual Loyalty 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (P-O) 
—Without referring to either 
group by name, the president of 
the National Council of Jewish 
Women, Mrs. Charles Hymes as- 
serted here that neither the 
American Council for Judaism 
or the extreme Zionists represent 
“the thinking of the majority of 
the Jewish people of the U. S.” 

The outspoken head of the 
women’s group told The POST 
and OPINION that “in recent 
months both the Jewish and the 
general press have carried re- 
ports of statements made by in- 
dividuals who represent  ex- 
tremes points of view on con- 
temporary American Jewish life.” 

“One point of view,” she said, 
“believes that there is nothing 
that holds the Jewish people 
together except religion and that 
our responsibility as Jews is in 
this area only. The other point 
of view regards the Jews living 
in the diaspora as ‘living in exile’ 
and believes that Jewish life 
tan survive ultimately only by a 
grand exodus to Israel. In the 
Meantime they believe the re- 
sponsibility of the Jews through- 
out the diaspora must be primar- | 
ily Israel.” 

ANALYZING the two posi- 
tions, Mrs. Hymes declared that 
“the first point of view believes 
that an active interest in the wel- 
fare of Israel could result in a 
dual loyality. The other point of 
view thinks that there can be 
no loyalty on the part of any 
Jew except to Israel.” 








Turning to her own organi- 
zation, Mrs. Hymes said it “be- 
lieves that the Jewish people in 
America have a strong feeling 
of responsiblity to their fellow 
Jews through the world, but at 
the same time desire and are 
entitled to freedom to express 
that responsiblity in whatever 
way they think best.” She added 
that the Council’s program and 
membership generally represents 
those vast numbers of American 
Jews who out of both a sense of 
identity with fellow Jews through 
the world as well as a general 
humanitarian attitude are con- 
cerned with the welfare of Israel 
and at the same time afe equally 
concerned with the welfare of our 
nation, the U. S. A., its demo- 
cratic traditions, customs and 
practices.” 

THE COUNCIL president 
pointed out that this “concept 
represents not dual loyalties but 
rather a recognition that in both 
democratic and Jewish life there 
are many facets to our humani- 
tarianism and that these include 
both a concern for our fellow 
Jews and for mankind generally.”

ers openly accuseq U. S. Jewry 
of dual] loyalty. 

Most vigorous opposition to the 
Flanders talk, even before it 
was delivered, came from Henry 
A. Loeb, of this city, a leading 
contributor to the Council and 
a member of the national board 

OTHER COUNCIL leaders can- 
vassed by The POST and OPIN- 
ION this week, though mainly 
agreeing with what Flanders had 
to say, declared that they felt 
the Council should not have of- 
fereg its platform to him to say 
it. 

Mrs. Issac Witkin, vice-chair- 
man of the New York chapter. 
was one of these members. An- 
other vice-chairman, who re- 
ouested anonymity, voiced simi- 
lar views. He said that if the 
newly-developed non-Zionist ad- 
visory to the Jewish Agency-- 
the Presidents Conference—suc- 
ceeds in eliminating all subsidies 
from the United Jewish Appeal 
to political groups in Israel] he 
would be ready to reinstate his 
sizeable UJA contributions. The 
Presidents Conference, headed by 
Philip Klutznick, is made up of 
the heads of all major U. S.

Free pick up and 
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Jewish Businessmen Blocked 
Fight on Sunday Closing Law 


(See Editorial this Issue) 


By ALFRED K. ALLAN 

NEWARK, N. J. (P-G):— The 
yiews of national Jewish. organ- 
izations, representing the opin- 
ion of the American Jewish com- 
munity, that Sunday closing laws 
defeat the purpose of the Con- 
stitution, lost out against the 
economic interest of Jewish bus- 
fnessmen of New Jersey. 

THIS WAS the clear deduction 
from the recent passage by the 
state of a Sunday closing law. 

Sam Brown, executive direc- 
tor of the New Jersey branch of 
the American Jewish Congress, 
told The POST and OPINION that 
“many Jewish retail people who 
had a vested economic interest 
in the passage of the law be- 
cause it enabled them to stop 
competition . . . put business 
ahead of ideals.” 

BROWN SAID the merchants 
pressured members of the leg- 
islature to pass the bill, despite 
the view of national Jewish or- 
ganizations that the law is “un- 
constitutional and a violation of 
the separation of church and 
state.” 

He added that this division 
within the Jewish community 
“encouraged Gov. Meyner to sign 
the bill into law.” 

Rabbi Max Davidson, newly- 
elected president of the Syna- 
gogue Council of America, which 
has gone on record publicly as 
opposed to Sabbath closing laws. 
refused comment when asked by 
The POST and OPINION about 
his stand. 

REACHED AT his home in 
Perth Amboy, Rabbi Davidson 
replied “no comment”.to a ques- 
tion of whether he is for or 
against the present law. 

The Perth Amboy Jewish Com- 
munity Council refused to take 
a public stand on the bill be- 
cause of the split among ‘its 
members. 

MARTIN DANZIG, executive 
director, told The POST and 
CPINION, “I am unable to give 
any public statement right now 
on this whole matter because of 
the fact that the Council couldn’t 
reach any definite agreement on 
the Sunday closing issue.” 

The Council is a member of 
the National Community Rela- 
tions Advisory Council which has 
taken a strong stand against 
Sunday closing laws. 

ONE NOTED rabbi who was 
asked to help fight the law was 
reported to have refused on the 
grounds that too many of his 
Members were in favor of the 
bill’s passage. 

Other community councils 
throughout New Jersey also 
ducked the controversial issue, 
The POST and OPINION learned. 

A BILL exempting from the 
law those Jewish merchants who 
are closed on Saturdays has 
Passed the assembly and is now 
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before the Senate. This bill has 
almost unanimous Jewish sup- 
port. 

Most vigorous opponent of the 
Sunday closing law was the 
American Jewish Congress, 

ADRIAN N. UNGER, president 
of the New Jersey branch of tfie 
AJCongress, charged that Gov. 
Meyner failed to give protesting 
groups an adequate opportunity 
to present their views. He said 
he found this “particularly dis- 
turbing” since he had been as- 
sured that objectors would oe 
allowed to state their case fully 
before any action on the bill. 

“Gov. Meyner’s description of 
the bill as not involving any re- 
ligious aspects ignored repeated 
protests brought to his atten- 
tion by Jewish and non-Jewish 
religious groups.” he asserted. 

SIDNEY KELLNER, area di- 
rector of the Essex County Chap- 
ter of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee said that his “organization 
took no position on the law itself, 
but did urge state legislatures 
to pass an exemption for mer- 
chants who observe their Sab- 
bath on a day other than Sun- 
day.” As to his views on Jewish 
merchants who urged passage of 
the law for economic reasons, 
Kellner sdiq that “they spoke 
only for themselves and not for 
any organizations,”

eras with little of what we think 
of as imagination; most scenes 
are flat and broad, without the 
artistic perspective that makes 
Cinerama a thrill. Other short- 
comings are the musical score 
(banal), the question - answer 
narration (naive), and the sub- 
ject choice (average, considering 
the enormous richness of ma- 
terial at hand).

As I said in my last column, 
I recall only two good speeches 
delivered by Zionist leaders in 
favor of aliya — one by Rabbi 
A. H. Silver in 1949, the other 
by Rabbi Israel Goldstein in 1958. 

The gist of 
Silver’s speech 
was as follows: 

It is idle to 


aliya from 
America to Is- 
rael while con- 
ditions in 
America are 
good and .con- 
ditions in Is- 
vael are hard — it is against all 
lessons of history and against 
human nature. But an emigra- 
tion of a small number of ideal- 
ists is possible and should be en- 
couraged. There is nothing un- 
American about it. On the con- 
trary, here is an opportunity for 
young American Jews to plant 
American ideals in a new de- 
mocracy. 


The gist of Goldstein’s speech 
is that aliya has always been an 
integral part of the Zionist ideal 
and that it is not only good for 
Israel but also good for the Jewry 
of America, since more personal 
ties with Israel will keep Ameri- 
Ca more vibrantly Jewish. 

Goldstein went one step further 
than Silver in that he proposed 
a practical step for helping aliya: 
He demanded that a beginning be 
Made by rendering financial as- 
Sistance to the Association of 
— and Canadians in Is- 
rael,

CHEESE POTATO CUSTARD 

1 cup cottage cheese 

1 cup sour cream 

2 cups hot mashed potatoes 

1 tsp. salt 

1 onion, chopped 

2 pimientos, chopped 

2 eggs, well beaten 

2 tbisps. butter or margarine 
Mix the cheese and cream. Add 
the next four ingredients and 
mix well. Fold in well-beaten 
eggs. Pour into a buttered 1%- 
quart casserole or baking dish. 
Dot with butter. Bake one hour 
at 350 degrees or until set. Serve 
with a tomato sauce if desired. 
With a substantial vegetable 
salad this makes a fine meal.

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The implications of the news in last week’s issue 
disclosing that the Council for Judaism had prepared the 
speech which ex-Senator Ralph Flanders delivered attack- 
ing the loyalty of U. S. Jewry is nothing less than as- 
tounding. 

AS OF THIS writing, there has been no denial from 
the Council. 

Clarence Coleman in his letter to The POST and 
OPINION seeking to answer our charges against the Coun- 
cil for defaming the U. S. Jewish community made the 
flat assertion that the Council has never charged U. S. 
Jewry with dual loyalty. 

IN VIEW OF THE accusation by Arthur B. Rosen- 
krantz (P-O, July 17) that Leonard Sussman, the Council’s 
naitonal executive director, wrote the speech for Flanders 
after conferring with Council top brass, where does Mr. 
Coleman’s letter leave Mr. Coleman? 

As soon as news of Flander’s fantastic charges of dis- 
loyalty to the U. S. was published in The POST and 
OPINION, we called on the Council for Judaism to recant 
and disavow the speech. 

TO LEARN NOW that the Council office prepared 
the speech, and Council lay leaders approved it in ad- 
vance explains both their refusal and their destructive 


It is no novelty in American life for speeches to be 
ghost-written. 

But in all Jewish history you will never find this 
kind of situation where a Jewish organization wrote a 

h impugning the loyalty to their country of other 

ews, and then ask a former Senator to deliver the attack. 

The depth to which the Council has sunk is illus- 
trated as well by the fact that it then printed the speech 
fin pamphlet form for distribution by the thousands to 
all media of communications and molders of public opinion. 

We said ineour editorial challenge to the Council fol- 
lowing Flanders’ talk that it now must accept the label 
of an anti-Semitic organization. 

WE REACHED THIS conclusion on the basis of the 
Council failing to rise up in wrath to denounce Sen. Flan- 
ders for his attacks on the loyalty of U. S. Jewry. 

The predicament in which the Council finds itself is 
one which it brought on by its own unwillingness to ac- 
eept any kind of discipline. No attack on U. S. Jewry was 
vicious enough for the Council, and its defamation activi- 
ties knew no bounds. It had no regard for the welfare of 
the Jewish community in its blind hatred of everything 
Zionist. 

WE NOW BELIEVE that the responsible people in 
the Council should leave it. The organization has clearly 

lhown its true colors, and no self-respecting Jew, whether 
ionist or anti-Zionist, will want to be associated with it. 


YOKE IS A DIRTY WORD 


When the chips were down, the Jewish merchants 
and others ignored the views of the national Jewish or- 
anizations and acted on the basis of their economic self 
terest in New Jersey. It did not matter that the national 
Jewish organizations were predicating their stand on con- 
stitutional principles which are the safeguards for all mi- 
norities. 

IN THIS DAY when Jewish views and ethics fail to 
revail, it is no wonder that Rabbi Roland Gittelsohn calls 
or symposiums under auspices of the Reform temples 

where morality in business dealings as taught by Jewish 
ethics can be expostulated. 

The hope is that by learning how Jewish tradition 
met the pitfalls and challenges of more or less accepted 
business practice, the Jewish businessman might be imbued 
to raise himself above the ethics of the marketplace. 

WE’RE ALL FOR this program, which incidentally 
Rabbi Ralph Blumenthal has been pushing, but it needs 
to be pointed out that Jewish ethics operated successfully 
in the Jewish community of the past because of the ac- 
ceptance of the yoke of Judaism. 

Today there is no commitment by the Jew to his 
Judaism, and yoke is a dirty word. 

For a while in the U. S. Jewish community, the need 
was for a recapturing of the beauty of ritual. This was 
a first step. That step having been made, the call now 
is for commitment. Without it, no system can hope to 
have any influence.

Flanders, Coleman Should Get 


Warnings--Not Give Them

Permit me to add several ob- 
servations to your excellent edi- 
tor’s note on Clarence Coleman’s 
support of Sen, Ralph Flanders, 
“warning” to American Jews 
(P-O, July 3). 


The basic fallacy of their ap- 
proach is mediaeval-totalitarian 
ang without semantic considera- 
tions: 


1, SEMANTICS is a specialized 
field of study involving the use 
of words with clarification at the 
cutset, to avoid confusion: (a 
Zionism is fundamentally a spir- 
itual concept and basically a re- 
ligious movement, having its ort- 
gin in Abraham of the Bible, and 
is not limited to Jews. (bi “Poll- 
tical” Zionism was coined by 
Theodore Herzl, and its counter- 
part “Spiritual” Zionism by Ac- 
had-Haam. (c) The modern Zion- 
ist movement followeg the latter, 
under Dr. Weizmann’s leader- 
ship; this caused a split among 
American Zionists in the 20s, 
with the formation of the Bran- 
deis group which believed “politi- 
cal” Zionism as practical. (d) 
Semantically and_ historically 
these background facts must be 
considered for a knowledge of 
the subject. 

2. Without this gackground, 
confusion leads to distortion. This 
Viewpoint helq by the “American 
Council for Judaism” is out of 
Consonance with the American 
Philosophy of life. It is consonant 





with that of Egypt, Yemen, and 
other mediaeval-totalitarian Arab 
dictatorships where multiple loy- 
alties are proscribed, it was ap- 
plicable to Nazi Germany, and is 
still applicable to Russia against 
“Jewish cosmopolitanism.” This 
mediaeval approach ignores our 
basic American ideological con- 
cepts and democratic principles, 
which were clarified by the late 
Justice Louis D. Brandeis when 
he referred to multiple loyalties. 
(a) Evidently, Nahum Goldmann 
must have been quoted out of 
the context. (b) American citi- 
zens have a right to feel a spec- 
ial relationship and responsibility 
to their co-religionists and kins- 
men; to doubt this right is med- 
iaeval-totalitarian and has no 
place in America:—(1) No one 
would question the right of Irish- 
Americans to march on St. Pat- 
rick’s Day donned in green; (2) 
Americans of Italian descent 
after World War II actually 
wrote to their kinsmen in Italy 
influencing them how to vote, 
and no one ever questioned their 
right to interfere in a foreign 
country’s interna] political af- 
fairs; (3) likewise, Americans of 
Finnish extraction haq special 
sympathies toward their kins- 


men in 1940-41, and (4) Ameri- 
cans of Czecho-Slovakian origin, 
toward Czecho-Slovakia after 
World War f. (5) As Americans, 
we have ‘our commitment to the 
democratic way of life, as dif- 
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cal to yours, only to follow such 
an announcement with a dis- 
claimor of those Jews in the 
American Council who seek to 
exercise the same privilege you 
readily grant to a Gentile? 

It would be unrealistic not to 
appreciate the insecurity and 
fears that contribute to the 
venom in your cry to recant. 
They appear in overt or latent 
form in nearly all the incanta- 
tions of Jewish nationalism. 
Given some attention it is 
possible that these tremors may 
fing solace in the thought of 
president Grayson Kirk of Col- 
umbia university, in an address 
of May 31, 1954, that we should 
“maintain the greatest possible 
opportunities for the free clash 
of opinions on all subjects, trust- 
ing to the innate good judge- 
ment of men and women to 
reach decisions that are beneficial 
to society.”

Says Council Aids Effort 
Ot Arabs to Destroy Israel

May I congratulate you for 
having exposed the destructive 
role of the American Council for 
Judaism. I am surprised, though, 
that you did not elaborate on 
the abominable actions of this 
organization with regard to Is- 
rael, 

The publications of the ACJ 
not only serve as an inexhaust- 
ible source for anti-Jewish bigots, 
but they are also profusely used 
by Arab propagandists.

Participating were The Rev. 
Louis L. Mitchell Jr. of Church 
of the Holy Communion (host on 
this occasion), the Rev. C. Jo- 
seph Ingraham of the Mahopac 
Methodist church, the Rev. Vance 
Campbell of the Presbyterian 
Church on-the-Hill, the Rev, Mi- 
chael Rooney of New York dio- 
cese of the Episcopal Church, and 
Rabbi Abraham D. Feffer of the 


Jewish Center of the Mahopacs, 
Temple Beth Shalom. 

A DISCUSSION followed the 
service, which was leq by Father 
Mitchell, and concluded by Fa- 
ther Michael Rooney. The ques 
tions came freely. The minister- 
ial responses paved the way, and 
underscored the common histori- 
cal and theological heritage. 

Leaving the church, the particl- 
pants continued their discussions 
on the church lawn, and, signific~ 
antly, two eight-year-old boys, 
of different faiths, attending the 
same class at the Mahopac Centra] 
school, greeted each other warm- 
ly, in the spirit of understand- 
ing.

PORTLAND, Ore. (P-O) — 
Ernest Bloch, 78, world-famous 
composer of music too original 
to be imitated, whose “Sacred 
Service” is used in part at almost 
every Reform service, died last 
week. 

Acknowledged as one of the 
most important composers of 
the 20th century, Mr. Bloch was 
best known for his works that 
express the Jewish spirit. His 
first important work, the lyric- 





drama “Macbeth,” was_ intro- 
duced in 1910 at the Opera 
Comique, Paris, and then be- 


cause of its strange idiom not 
heard again for more than 25 
years. Works he termed “Jew- 
ish” included the Psalms “Sche- 
lomo,” “Israel,” “Three Jewish 
Poems,” and “Baal Shem” and 
pieces for the cello “The Sacred 
Service” and “The Voice in the

Emanu-El in New York used 70 
musicians and three choirs. 


SHLOMO EISENBERG 

JERUSALEM (P-O) — Shlomo 
Eisenberg, 60, who served 31 
years as general secretary of the 
Jewish Agency for Israel, in 
which capacity he directed the 
Agency’s program of immigra- 
tion and ‘reception of Jews in 
Israel, died last week.

He served Woodrow Wilson, as 
managing director of the War 
Finance Corporation, Herbert 
Hoover as governor of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and as first 
chairman of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, and Harry 
Truman as the first president of 
the International Bank for Re- 
construction and Development, 
among many other posts.

Bernard Birstein, 67, former ex- 
ecutive secretary and vice-presi- 
dent of the Assembly of Hebrew 
Orthodox Rabbis in the United 
States and Canada, died this 
month after a short illness.
